Each county organized for judicial purposes,
ommtiei to pro- shall provide at the county seat a suitable court house,
con't'hou^ and a suitable and sufficient jail, and fire-proof offices and

other necessary buildings, and keep the same in good
repair.

SEC. 2. That section one hundred and one, of title
three, of said chapter, be amended so as to read as follows :

Sec. 101. The board of commissioners shall provide
offices, and necessary fuel for heating the same, for the
county auditor, treasurer, register ot deeds, sheriff, and

cerr use of said offices, and desks and. safes or vaults for the

preservation and security of the books and papers belong-
ing thereto ; and shall provide all books and stationery
necessary for the use of the above mentioned offices, aud
the probate court and county surveyor; but not more than
one hundred dollars shall be appropriated for books,
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stationery and furniture for any one office, in any one
year.
